\Ve  refer  to  the  general  inattention  to  the  exercise 
of  the  voice,  among  clergymen  and  students  preparing 
for  the  ministry.  On  the  very  entrance  into  the  min- 
rirv  frequent  and  long  continued  speaking  is  often  re- 
iite,  and  a  lond  and  vehement  manner  is  not  unfre- 
jently  its  characteristic.  The  sudden  transition  from 
a  s’ate  of  comparative  inaction  in  the  vocal  organs,  to 
one  of  severe  and  violent  effort,  cannot  but  be  attended 
with  the  most  injurious  consequences.  Besides  this, 
there  has  been  no  attention  paid  by  the  individual  to  the 
rrnnorny  of  the  voice,  no  practice  of  the  art  of  produc- 
intr  the  greatest  effect,  with  the  least  expenditure  of 
vocal  power.  Taking  these  circumstances  into  consi¬ 
deration,  and  considering  moreover  that  the  judicious 
e.tercisc  of  the  lungs  and  other  organs  necessary  to 
fpecch  is  greatly  proniotive  of  the  general  health,  does 
It  not  appear,  that  to  this  point  especially  the  remedy 
for  the  evil  complained  of  should  be  applied  !  How 
great  would  be  its  efficacy,  and  how  palpable  is  its  ne- 
ce-sity  fir  the  increased  usofiilness  of  our  clergy  in  the 
de?kaiid  pulpit,  we  need  not  say.  Why  is  it  so  entire¬ 
ly  neglected,  not  only  among  individuals,  but  in  those 
institutions  of  'I’heological  learning,  where  the  consi¬ 
deration  of  the  best  mode  of  efficiency  and  usefulness 
in  the  ministry,  must  necessarily  be  the  subject  of  such 
constant  attention  ?

Piety  and  Churchmanship. — The  Missionary  of  last 
weok,  under  the  motto  “thiiiketh  no  evil,”  makes  the 
following  remarks : 

Will  the  Editor  of  the  Recorder  be  kind  enough  to 
gliuw  why  lie  should  refrret,  and  “a  large  proportion 
oftliose  deeply  interested  in  the  success  of  our  Missions” 
not  relish,  the  expression  of  oiir  correspondent  at  New- 
Orleans,  that  the  preaching  of  the  Domestic  Secretary 
in  that  city  “  lias  done  much  to  raise  the  tone  of  en- 
Inrhlened  piety  ?"  We  had  tlioiight  that  nothing  could 
delight  the  wort  by  editor  so  mucli ;  and  that  he  would 
care'" (luite  as  little  as  we  do  for  any,  professing  to  be  I  “o" 
friends  of  Missions,  that  could  not  “relish”  it.  Our 
correspondent  may,  by  some  i)ersons,  be  thought  in 
prror— not,  however  by  the  Episcopal  Recorder*  in 
judging  true  “  Churchmanship"  to  be  synonymous  with 
rnii^htened  piety."  But,  accepting  his  definition,  who 
IS  to  regret,  who  are  they  that  cannot  relish  his  honest 
expression  of  Christian  thankfulness?  We  are  inclined 
to  think  that  the  editor  of  the  Episcopal  Recorder  did 
not  observe  the  words  in  the  parenthesis.  So  charity 
suggests,  who  “  thinkeih  no  evil. 

There  is  no  cause  to  regret,  and  w’e  believe  that 
there  are  none  in  the  Church  who  would  not  relish 
this  information.  The  assurance  that  the  Secretary 
“  had  done  much  to  raise  the  tone  of  enlightened  piety" 
in  New-Orleans,  would  certainly  have  been  regarded 
as  a  cause  of  joy  and  thankfulness  to  all  who  are  inte¬ 
rested  in  the  welfare  of  that  important  city,  or  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  the  M  issionary  enterprise. 

This  being  the  case,  the  form  in  which  the  Mission¬ 
ary  has  now  cast  the  intelligence  being  full  and  satis¬ 
factory,  what  are  we  to  do  with  the  expression,  by  the 
omission  of  which  the  sentence  has  received  a  perspi¬ 
cuous  and  unexceptionable  meaning  ?  Was  “  the  tone 
of  Churchmanship”  inserted  for  no  purpose,  and  de¬ 
signed  to  make  no  impression  whatever  ?  If  such  was 
the  fact,  we  shall  be  happy  to  cease  our  regrets,  and 
sliall  rejoice  to  have  been  the  means  of  removing  a 
wrong  impression  from  many  minds. 

We  receive  with  sincere  thankfulness,  the  lesson 
with  which  the  Missionary  has  favoured  us  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  charity.  It  is  one  which  cannot  be  presented  too 
frequently  to  Christians,  nor  studied  too  intently  by 
Christian  editors.  We  do  not  think  that  it  will  be 
strained  Ux)  far,  if  in  the  present  instance  the  reader 
will  “think  no  evil”  of  us,  and  impute  to  us  no  design 
and  no  motive  which  we  have  not  avowed.  An  expres¬ 
sion  which  we  do  not  like,  and  which  others  also  have 
disliked,  has  appeared  in  an  important  connexion.  If 
we  have  misunderstood  its  character,  we  shall  not  hesi¬ 
tate  to  say  so.  If  we  have  not,  or  if  it  be  from  ambi¬ 
guity  capable  of  conveying  a  meaning  which  will  in¬ 
jure  the  cause  of  Missions  among  us,  we  hope  that 
Writers  and  editors  will  for  the  future  use  more  preci¬ 
sion  in  llte  expression  of  their  views.
